1. Filley, who has just returned from 
Washington, where he has been for 
some time past in intimate relations 
with the President and high officials, 
makes the following statement regard- 
ing the reported differences between 
cabinet officers and senators and the 
President: The newspaper reports upon 
all these matters arc exaggerated and 
colored to make them accord with tbc 
sources from which they emanate, and 
to suit the parties in whose interests 
they are promulgated. There is no 
doubt but that Attorney General Mac- 
Veagh has taken a decided stand against 
William K. Chandler for solicitor-gen- 
eral. This action of MaeVeagh's an- 
tagonizes Secretary Elaine, and makes 
the contest a personal one as between 
MacYeagh, Blaine and the President. 
The difference arising between New 
York senators and the President ia not 
one about individuals really, but the 
observance of usual courtesy toward 
senators and congressmen as regards 
appointments in their respective states. 
In this matter all Republican senators 
and congressmen are interested. 
The 


Blaine-Chandler-MacYcagh contest is a 
different affair, and the stalwarts gener- 
ally agree with Blaine and Chandler. I 
did not hear, up to the time I left 
Washington, any expression of a pur- 
pose of any fight being made by Senator 
Conkling. 
In fact, the senator then 


had given no publicity to any such in- 
tention. The effort on the part of some 
parties to keen up a factious quarrel, 
and to prejudice the President against 
those who supported General Grant, 
would amount to nothing. Gen. Grant's 
meetings with the President were en- 
tirely pleasant, and he (Grant) remarked 
that he never saw a better disposed man 
than Oarfiehl.

dent Garfiold to say whether he will 
have the solid support of the "30(>" for 
his administration, as he had the earnest 
and effective support of the Grant men 
for his election. The Grant men, so 
called, have rai«ed no such question, and 
in common with all well-meaning and 
true party men, believe in one solid 
liepubliean party." 


WASHINGTON, D. €., April U.—The 


Republican Senatorial caucus for 10 
o'clock Monday is for the purpose ol 
considering tha propriety of breaking 
the dead-lock and going into executive 
session and disposing of the large num- 
ber of nominations that have accumu- 
lated since the 4th of March. It h 
well known that there arc ten or twelve 
Senators who all along have maintain- 
ed that the executive business should 
be disposed of, but their judgment was 
over-ruled 
by the majority. 
These 


gentleman are now determined to carry 
their point, and if an attempt is made 
to force them to continue the present 
controversy to the exclusion of execu- 
tive business they will leave the caucus, 
and will not be bound by its aclion. It 
is understood that President Garficld 
requested the Republican Senators to 
act upon the nominations Grst and then 
renew their fight if they so desire over 
the election of officers.

It is authoritatively staled (hat, be-

This speech, 
it is said, will be an eve-opener for a 
good many people, possibly for the Ad- 
ministration itself.

What we have said above applies 
to etf/lit other townships, except th:it in 
two or three cases tbe townships lie in 
three counties instead of two.

the first town named as an average town 
we have a total fund of $561,780,2' 
(fine hundred nifty-one thovnand, settn 
hundred eighty-nine dollars antl iicenti/- 
sc-cen cent*) handled by the trustees of our 
towns in the time named above. 


If there was no other duty of the trust- 


ees than that of looking after this com- 
plicated affair, would not this IIP sufficient 
reason for the careful and judicious ex- 
ercise of our right of franchise.
